2nd Segment 
Opens Today 


Open Water Here 
Limited to Scattered 
Riffles on River 


The second segment of the 
Ohio duck 
season 
opened 
at 
noon today and runs to sunset 
Saturday. 
The o u t l o o k for Pickaway 
County waterfowl hunters is not 
too good, according to D i c k 
Wolfrom, local game protector. 
Wolf rom, noted this 
is very 
little open water in the county. 
Only a section of the river near 
the county line and the riffles 
are clea of ice right now, he 
reported. 
The deep pools and slow mov­ 
ing areas are all frozen, as is 
Hargus Lake and all ponds in 
the county. 
The county game protector 
noted there are a few ducks 
on the riffles and open water. 
But 
the 
frigid 
weather 
has 
force most of the water fowl 
further south. 
The goose season which has 
been continuous since Oct. 21 
also closes at sunset Saturday. 
Hunting hours 
are surise to 
sunset for waterfowl except for 
the noon opening on the first 
day of 
the 
second 
segment. 
Hunters who plan to hunt w ater­ 
fowl during this second part of 
the split season should consult 
a sunrise and sunset table for 
correct time of opening and 
closing. 
The daily bag limit of f o u r 
ducks may contain not to ex 
ceed two wood ducks, two m al­ 
lards or black ducks, singly or 
in the aggregate of both kinds, 
or one hooded merganser. Red 
head 
and 
canvasback 
ducks 
ma ynot be harvested. The pos­ 
session limit of e i g h t ducks 
may include not more than two 
wood ducks, 
four mallards or 
black ducks, singly or in the ag­ 
gregate of both kinds, or two 
hoosed mergansers. 
Coots and American and red­ 
breasted m ergasers have the 
same season as ducks. There is 
a daily bag limit of eight coots 
and five m ergansers (not in­ 
cluding the hooded) with a pos­ 
session limit not to exceed two 
day’s bag after the first day. 
The daily and possession lim­ 
it of geese is five of which not 
more than two may be Cana­ 
das or white - fronted, or one 
of each.

ally by 50.(XX) persons. 
Bethlehem’s small post office 
and the Regina Laudis Cloister, 
about IO miles west of Torring­ 
ton, are the principal reasons 
that so many people go to this 
town of 1,500. 
They deposit 
their 
holiday 
mail at the post office 
where 
each envelope is imprinted with 
a special cachet; designed by 
Postm aster Earl S. Johnson. 
At the Bethlehem’s Benedic­ 
tine Cloister, visitors may pur­ 
chase decorative symbols f o r 
their Christmas trees. T h e y 
were made by nuns who a r e 
also artisans. The public is also 
urged to visit the 18th century 
creche, a Nativity scene, which 
was made in Naples, Italy. 
Torrington’s Christmas V i 1- 
lage is a non-profit p r o j e c t . 
There are no solicitations, no 
admission fees, no sale of m er­ 
chandise and no advertising. 
The “ village” was conceived 
36 years ago by Carl R. Bozen- 
ski, the city’s superintendent of 
recreation, while he was hos­ 
pitalized for many months. He 
planned a place where children 
— and 
adults — could enjoy 
Christmas in the truly 
happy 
spirit of the Nativity. After he 
explained his idea to responsi­ 


ble Torrington citizens, he re­ 
ceived co-operation in services, 
gifts and displays. 
The storybook “ community” 
is in a two-acre municipal park 
Gifts are donated 
by m erch­ 
ants, clubs and individuals, dur­ 
ing a toy shower. 
Many gifts 
are distributed to children in 
hospitals or confined at home. 
Only Torrington children are 
permitted to come to the village 
during its first week. 
Out-of- 
town youngsters,

woodland in three 
counties of 
Northwest Washington’s Olym­ 
pic Peninsula. 
Peste, one of the first to start 
Christmas tree farming exclus­ 
ively in the region, 
began in 
1923, Like o t h e rs in an 
en­ 
tirely new business, he learned 
as he went 
along, 
developing 
growing, 
fertilizing 
and 
h ar­ 
vesting methods that make his 
crops premium 
with 
retailers 
throughout the West, Southwest, 
Hawaii and Mexico. 
Now in partnership with C lar­ 
ence Stohr who handles the sal­ 
es end of the business, Peste 
has built his farm into a 20,000- 
acre 
spread 
which 
will 
ship 
more than 
300.000 Yule 
trees 


this season with sales totaling 
more than a quarter-million dol­ 
lars. He calls 
his 
farm 
The 
Douglas Fir Christmas T r e e 
Co. 
Peste grows some of his trees 
from seeds, others from seed­ 
lings. His year-round crew of 
about 40 carefully covers the 
farm, from sea level to 9,000 
feet altitude, thinning, prun­ 
ing, fertilizing — and keeping a 
constant eye out for poachers. 
At the peak of the harvest, 
Peste and 
other operators 
in 
Mason, 
Thurston 
and 
Kitsap 
counties of the Olympic Moun- 
tin foothills employ 700 to 1,000 
cutters, 
graders, 
bailers 
and 
other workers. 
Peste experimented with fer­ 
tilizers for nine years and final­ 
ly cam e up with a formula he 
keeps a secret. “ It gives t h e 
trees deeper color, longer life 
and larger needles,” he says. 
“ We began fertilizing 
all our 
trees about four y e a r s ago. 
Since then we just can’t seem 
to supply enough trees.” 
Peste has crop troubles like 
other farm ers, too.

Deciding that a horse would 
scarcely be able to carry Santa 
on his ever * increasing rounds, 
I r v i n g put hi m in a s l e i g h 
drawn by reindeer and Santa 
soared through the skies, years 
before planes were invented. 
Clement Clark Moore in his 
famous poem, “ A Visit from St. 
Nicholas” added to the j o l l y 
picture by describing Santa as 
an “ old elf.” 
Shortly after the Civil W ar,
